EDITOR'S NOTE: For several months, the Post-Dispatch 
has been discussing editorially the prevention of floods and 
other problems of the Missouri Valley. Under the slogan, 
“One Big Plan for One Big River,” it has been advocating 
the creation of a central authority comparable in principle, 
though not necessarily in detail, to the Tennessee Valley 
Authorily. 

Such an authority, the Post-Dispatch has argued, would 
bring together the ntne states of the Missouri Valley, would

From these obvious facts comes 
the conclusion that adequate stor- 
age of the excess waters, in reser- 
voirs and in the land, and their 
regulated release would prevent or 
greatly reduce floods and maintain 
a steady stream flow with incalcu- 
lable benefits to the whole valley. 

Not until recently was the ques- 
tion raised as to adequacy of water 
in the Missouri River system for 
all purposes for which man might 
wish to use it. Now it comes to 
the fore because: (1) irrigation is 
being expanded in the fertile areas 
of the upper valley states; (2) im- 
proved navigation facilities are 
proposed for the lower river. 


Unpredictable River. 

In a normal year the Missouri 
pours 45 million acre-feet of water 
into the Mississippi. This is enough 
to cover the whole State of Mis- 
souri, if its surface were flat, toa 
depth of one foot. This is water 
collected by the Missouri through 
its hundreds of big and little trib- 
utaries from a drainage area of 
529,000 square miles, extending 
from St. Louis on the east to the 
great Rocky Mountain divide on 
the west, from the Ozark Moun- 
tains on the south to the Canadian 
border on the north. 

This unpredictable river, how- 
ever, has been known in a high- 
water year to carry almost double 
the average annual flow of 45 mil- 
lion acre-feet. Its volume in 1929 
was 83 million acre-feet, its high- 
est recorded flow. In its low year, 
1934, it dropped down to 21,500,000 
acre-feet, less than the average. 

However, the average annual 
flow means little when present 
conditions permit such wide varia- 
tions within the year as are pro- 
duced in the high waters of the 
flood seasons and the low waters 
of the drouth periods. Impound- 
ing of the excess waters upstream 
would make it possible to even out 
the flow, which is what navigation 
requires, and also to provide more 
water for irrigation.

SECRETARY HULL 


On behalf of President Roose- 
velt and on my own behalf, I wel- 
come you to Washington. In the 
name of both of us, I desire to 
offer some brief remarks on the 
opening of this important meeting. 

The series of conversations 
which we initiate today marks an- 
other step toward establishing a 


lasting system of organized and/ 


peaceful relations among nations. 
We meet at a time when the war 
is moving toward an overwhelm- 
ing triumph for the forces of 
freedom, It is our task here to 
help lay the foundations upon 
which, after victory, peace, free- 
dom and a growing prosperity 


may be built for generations tog 


come. 

The very character of this war 
moves us to search for an endur- 
ing peace—a peace founded upon 
justice and fair dealing for indi- 
viduals and for nations. We have 
witnessed—and are witnessing to- 
day—the sweep of forces of sav- 
agery and barbarism of the kind 
that civilized men hoped and be- 
lieved would not rise again.

These forces 
of evil now face utter defeat be- 
cause, at long last, their intended 
victims attained the unity and 
armed power which are now 
bringing victory to us. 


The lessons of earlier disunity | 
and weakness should be indelibly |

stamped upon the minds 
hearts of this generation and of 
generations to come. So should 
the lessons of unity and its result- 
ant strength achieved by the Unit- 
ed Nations in this war, 

Unity for common action toward 
common good and against com- 
mon peril is the sole 


the nations which love peace can 
assure for themselves security and 
orderly progress, with freedom 
and justice. In the face of what 
modern war means to the physical 
and moral being of man, the 
maintenance of such unity is a 
matter of the highest and most 
enlightened self-interest. In the 
final analysis it is, first and fore- 
most, a thing of the spirit. 


Devotion and Vigilance. 


Peace, like liberty, requires con- 
stant devotion and ceaseless vig- 
jlance. It requires willingness to 
take positive steps toward its pres- 
ervation, It requires constant co- 
operation among the nations and 
determination to live together as 
g00d neighbors in a world of good 
neighbors. Peace requires an ac- 
ceptance of the idea that its main- 
tenance is a common interest so 
Precious and 
important that all differences and 
controversies among nations can 
and must be resolved by resort to 
pacific means. 

But peace also requires institu- 
tions through which the will to 
peace can be translated into ac- 
tion. The devising of such institu- 
tions is a challenge to the wisdom 
and ingenuity of men and women 
everywhere. That is why the Unit- 
ed Nations, in the midst of a re- 
lentless prosecution of the war, 
have been working together to 
create the institutional founda- 
tions for a just and enduring 
peace, 

These foundations must support 
arrangements for peaceful settle 
ment of international disputes 
and for the joint use of force, if 
necessary, to prevent or suppress 
threats to the peace or breaches of 
the peace, They must also sup- 
port arrangements for promoting, 
by co-operative effort, the devel- 
opment of conditions of stability 
and well-being necessary ' = for 
peaceful and friendly relations 
Among nations and ecasential to 
the maintenance of security and 
peace. These are basic problems 
of international organization, 

Substantial progress has al- 
ready been achieved through the 
Food and Agriculture Conference, 
the Conference on Relief and Re- 
habilitation, and the Financial 
and Monetary Conference. These 
and other similar steps are indic- 
ative of the profound desire of 
the United Nations to act togeth- 
er for advancing the well-being 
of their peoples. They have been 
achieved by united effor 
than 40 nations, large and small.

| In the Moscow Declaration each 
government also assumed its share 
of responsibility for leadership in 
bringing about the creation of an 
international organization for 
‘this purpose through joint action 
‘by all peace-loving nations. Suc- 
‘cess or failure of such an organi- 
zation will depend upon the degree 
to which the participating nations 
‘are willing to exercise’ self-re- 
straint and assume the responsi- 
bilities of joint action in support 
of the basic purposes of the or- 
ganization. There must be agree- 
/ment among all whereby each can 
play its part to the best mutual 
advantage and bear responsibility 
commensurate with its capacity. 


“Unless Backed by Force.” 


It is generally agreed that any 
and security organization 
would surely fail unless backed by 
force to be used ultimately incase 
of failure of all other means for 
the maintenance of peace. That 
force must be available promptly, 
in adequate measure, and with 
certainty. The nations of the 
world should maintain, according 
-to their capacities, sufficient forces 
available for joint action when 
necessary to prevent breaches of 
the peace. 

For a long time before the Mos- 
cow Conference, and especially 
during the months which have 
elapsed since that conference, each 
of our governments has been mak- 
|ing diligent preparations for an 
effort to reach the agreement to 
which I have just referred. We 
have committed our tentative 
thoughts to writing, and each of 
us has had an opportunity to 
study the results of the work done 
by the others. All this should 
make easier the task which is now 
before you of reaching a concen- 


sus of views which you can joint-- 


ly recommend to your respective 
governments. 

| It is the intention of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States that, 
after similar consultations with 
the Government of China, the con- 
clusions reached will be communi- 
cated to the pvovernments of all 
the United Nations and of other 
peace-loving nations. 

It is our further thought that, as 
soon as practicabie, these conclu- 
/sions will be made available to the 
| peoples of our countries and of all 
‘countries for public study and de- 
bate. We are fully aware that no 
‘institution—especially when it is 
of as great importance as the one 


‘now in our thoughts—will endure 


unless there is behind it consid- 
ered and compiete popular sup- 
port. The will to peace must 
spring from the hearts and minds 
of men and women everywhere, 
if it is to achieve enduring peace. 


“Dream for the Future.” 


For us in the United States, it 
is as natural as it is desirable that 
we gather around a table with 
the representatives of other na- 


‘tions to devise means for main- 


taining peace and security. No 
passion runs deeper  in_ the 
thoughts of the people of this 
country than the belief that all 
men should enjoy liberty under 
law. It has been our faith from 
the beginning of our nation, it is 
our dream for the future, that 


every individual and every nation 


should attain freedom and the 
Security to enjoy it. The people 
of this country are now united as 
never before in their determina- 
tion that the tragedy which today 
is sweeping the earth shall not 
recur, 

The people of all the United 
Nations are hoping and praying 
for the opportunity to build anew 
toward a system of decent ‘and 
just relationships among nations. 
Their noblest capacities and their 
highest skills have been diverted 
from the creative pursuits of 
peace to the grim and terrible 
tasks of battle. They see the de- 
struction of their homes and the 
resources of their lands. They 
will not be content with a pre- 
carious peace. Their sacrifices 
can only be rewarded by the ful- 
fillment of their reasonable hopes. 

It is the sacred duty of the gov- 
ernments of all peace-loving na- 
tions to make sure that interna- 
tional machinery is fashioned 
through which the peoples can 
build the peace they so deeply 
desire.

On Winning the Peace 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Since the news of the war has turned 
favorable to the Allies, and it seems 
that within a few months we may win 
the war, a lot of theorists are becoming 
panicky lest we “lose the peace.” 

To “lose the peace” to them means 
for the world to pass up their particular 
theory and go on down the road pretty 
much as it did before the war. If every 
crack-pot does not get what he wants, 
we have lost the peace. 

Now, there is a possibility yet of even 
losing the war, and if we do, there will 
be no peace. When we think how Ger- 
many has exploited, starved, enslaved 
men, women and children, we begin to 
understand what it would mean to lose 
the war. But to lose the peace means 
but one thing: That we fail to make 
it impossible for another world war to 
come. 

Guns are more deadly; tanks are more 
efficient; bombing planes infinitely 
larger until they can travel from con- 
tinent to continent with unheard-of loads 
of explosives. Rocket bombs, while in 
their infancy, can be made to do a hun- 
dred-fold greater damage, according to 
zome of our experts.

The Urgency of MVA 


It is with an informed sense of urgency that 
Senator Murray of Montana discusses his bill for 
the creation of a Missouri Valley Authority, 
which he introduced in the upper house of Con- 
gress last week. 

There are good reasons why the development is 
urgent. In the long run, it is essential for what 
it will do for this region, and for the enrichment 
and strengthening of the nation. In the short 
run, in the immediate future, it is essential for 
the contribution it can make to averting ruinous 
postwar unemployment. 

The MVA project will require the services of 
many thousands of workers, and will therefore 
perform a direct service to the cause of full em- 
ployment after the war. It will, what is more, 
create new opportunities for self-support which 
will contribute to employment even better and 
more lastingly. 

Among these will be the opportunities for re- 
turning servicemen to settle on farms in the 
irrigable Upper Plains and to obtain irrigation 
through MVA. Many veterans turned to farming 
on irrigated land in the Missouri Valley after 
the First World War; many more are writing 
home these days saying that they are interested in 
building the same sort of future for themselves 
when they come marching home. 

“Time,” says Senator Murray, “is of the es- 
sence.... The fight for what is now still a mere 
dream—the creation of the MVA—is just com- 
mencing. Much educational work will have to be 
done. Sectionalism will have to be overcome; 
selfish interests must be exposed and combated.” 

When the war is over, and when public works 
must be set in motion at once to take up the 
slack in private employment, the Missouri Valley 
needs to be ready with a plan—at that very mo- 
ment. The fact that the Army Engineers have 
a plan and the Reclamation Bureau has a plan 
may mislead some of our people into thinking 
that the Missouri Valley is so ready. It is not. 

The extremity of our unreadiness may be 
glimpsed in, for example, the status of a program 
of soil-erosion control, which will be one of the 
most important parts of any comprehensive plan 
for the development of the Missouri Valley. The 
Department of Agriculture has reported that it 
still does not have the appropriation to make the 
survey to find out what should be done. 

MVA is essential. It is urgent. For the future 


of this great valley, there is no time to be lost.

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Well Begun Is Half Done 


Last week’s exchange of statements between 
Candidate Dewey and Secretary Hull over the 
machinery for collective security has been of con- 
siderable value, and helps to remove that par- 
ticular issue from the field of partisan politics. 

The views the Governor expressed in his state- 
ment Thursday about the rights of small nations 
to participate in the decisions on collective se- 
curity, when the machinery for international col- 
laboration is set up, happened to echo the princi- 
ples the Tennessee statesman has voiced since 
the Montevideo. Conference 11 years ago, and 
preased with vigor at home and abroad ever since 
the United States has entered World War If, 

From the beginning, he has sought to remove 
these principles from the arena of party politics, 
His personal report to the Congress after the 
Moscow conference laid the foundation for success 
in this consummation so0 devoutly to be wished. 
The House and Senate resolutions carried the hope 
forward and the national platforms of the two 
parties aided the enterprise. 

After Gov, Dewey issued his Albany statement, 
the Secretary invited the Governor’s co-operation. 
The latter’s prompt acceptance attests the pro- 
priety of his public purposes. 

John Foster Dulles, whom Gov. Dewey has des- 
ignated to confer with the Secretary of State, is 
aman of stature, with an experience in interna- 
tional arrangements dating back to the Versailles 
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Peace Conference and the Reparations Commis- 
sion. He is said to see eye to eye with Secretary 
Hull on postwar peace enforcement plans. 

The four-power conference which begins today 
at Dumbarton Oaks can now proceed without fear 
of being blasted by a barrage of partisan disap- 
proval. This may be the beginning of a real con- 
cert of nations. It is a much better start than 
that at Versailles 25 years ago.

lip From the Depths 

Until very recently, the French Underground 
must have seemed to most Americans like some- 
thing dreamed up in the international novels of 
E. Phillips Oppenheim or some of his latter-day 
successors. We heard of the underground, we 
heard of an occasional small exploit, but because 
it was an underground, it never seemed very 
real. Now that is all changed. 

At the word from Gen, De Gaulle’s Provisional 
Government, the underground has come out to 
the surface, in surprising numbgrs and amazing- 
ly well armed, and has gone to work behind the 
German lines in many parts of France. It ap- 
pears, indeed, to have control of much of South- 
western France, 

The military value of such a force can only be 
guessed at, but it must be very large. The nearest 
that we, the invaders, have to approach it are 
the immensely effective airborne troops dropped 
behind the enemy’s lines. The Maquis and other 
underground forces, however, have two advan- 
tages that the paratroopers do not. They are 
much more numerous. They are everywhere at 
once. And, by virtue of their secret status, they 
have been able to lay plans for wholesale sabo- 
tage and rebellion months, even years, in ad- 
vance, 

If Gen. De Gaulle still needed any vindication, 
the day’s news about activities of the under- 
ground should provide it in the most convincing 
manner possible, for these are forces have been 
continuously under his banner, organized and di- 
rected through the mediation of his Fighting 
French and later the Committee for National 
Liberation and the Provisional Government. 

No one will ever know how many American and 
British lives will be saved through the behind- 
the-lines activities of these men, but the num- 
ber must be very large. Furthermore, we may 
well stand in a little awe to think how all this 
effect could have been lost if De Gaulle had stood 
on his dignity during the protracted period when 
we were holding him at something more than 
arm’s length. 

We owe a debt to De Gaulle; we are daily in- 
curring a debt to the forces which have now come 
out of the depths of France’s misery. True, these 
men are fighting first for the liberation of their 
homeland. Any benefit to us can only be inct- 
dental to that controlling purpose. Nevertheless, 
they are fighting and we are getting the benefit. 

They could have elected, instead, to save their 
necks and let us do the whole job. That they 
have not done so isthe greatest kind of indica- 
tion, if any was really needed, that France, the 
France which fell in shame in 1940, still has the 
greatness that was her old self, and that that 
greatness must speak and be heard as a peer 
in the peace conferences and the remaking of 
continent, 
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Mr. Dewey feels that one thing that isn't big 
enough about the Big Four is their number. 
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Can They Come Back? 

With unmitigated gall, three ousted officers of 
the Hodcarriers’ Union—Edward J. Hill, former 
president of Local 42, and Paul Hulahan and Earl 
Jenkins, former business agents—are seeking to 
recapture control of the local. This week the ex- 
ecutive board of ‘the union will decide whether 
the three are entitled to a rehearing. 

These men, along with Orville Golden, were 
indicted on charges of embezzlement of more than 
$150,000 of the $289,000 of union funds handléd 
by them in the first nine months of 1941. After 
av investigation was started, they turned over to 
ihe international union representatives $186,000 
which they had in their homes, pockets, personal 
safe deposit boxes and bank accounts. 

Jenkins wag tried in March, 1942, by a jury 
which contained eight members of labor unions. 
Some of the jurors showed gross ignorance of 
the processes of law. Jenkins was acquitted by a 
verdict which was strongly criticised. Golden was 
convicted and given three years. He has appealed. 
Hill also was convicted, but the Missouri Supreme 
Court reversed the conviction and remanded the 
case for new trial, now scheduled for the Septem- 
ber term, Hulahan’s first appearance in court re- 
in a mistrial, His retrial ja aleo set for 
the September term, 

Meanwhile, the men were tried by the union's 
international executive board, found guilty of 
violating the union’s constitution, suspended from 
office and barred from attending union meetings 
for 10 years. 

The story of the way these men handled the 
affairs of Local 42 is a shocking and scandalous 
one, yet even before the criminal charges against 
three of them are disposed of in the courts, Hill, 
Hulahan and Jenkins want to be reinstated. It 
will be an awful black eye for the cause of or- 


ganized labor in St. Louis if they are successful.

Keith Wheeler, war correspondent of the 
Times in the Pacific, has seen a lat of war’s 
horror—especially at Saipan. Just before 
leaving that island of death for Guam, he 
wrote his wife in Huron, S. D., a letter 
which closed with this sentence: “My in- 
tention was to write a love letter and I 
find myself raving like a maniac.” 


Mrs. Wheeler was sorry not to get that 
love letter. What wife wouldn’t be? But 
she didn’t feel that what Keith wrote was 
the “raving” of a “maniac.” She felt that 
Keith had written a message about war too 
important to keep for herself. We agree 
with her, so we are printing Keith's letter 
even though Mrs. Wheeler let the Huronite, 
Keith's home town newspaper, print it 
first, 

We don’t mind being “scooped” in this 
case. The important thing is that towns 
all over America get to know what war 
really is. Here’s Keith’s letter: 


South Sea Shambles 


“SAIPAN, July 16, 1944. 


“T'm clean tonight for a change and I’m 
just about through with Saipan. I’m aboard 
ship and taking a temporary loaf prior to 
going to work on another job. 

“This has been a bad place--Attu and 
Tarawa combined and multiplied and sea- 
soned with a dozen sapecial miseries of heat 
discomfort and bugs and skin disease that 
neither of those had. It has been bloody, 
more bloody than I can say in a letter. 


“I'm sick of death, of death’s wanton 
wastefulness. More than anything else, I 
guess, I'm sick of seeing the kids of Saipan 
hurt. I don’t care whose kids they are, 
yellow or white or black, they’re the brav- 
est and most heartbreaking people on this 
damned blood-soaked bit of earth. 

“The worst thing about them is that they 
never cry. I’ve seen them cut to ribbons, 
neglected, eaten with flies in their wounds, 
starved, thirsty, footsore, but I’ve seen only 
two out of hundreds that cried. 


“They've been picked out of welters of 
dead flesh—flesh of their fathers and moth- 
ers and brothers and sisters. 


“They've been retrieved from caves, from 
under buildings, from rock crevices, from 
the wreckage of buildings that had come 
down about their heads. They’ve been hurt 
physically—terribly hurt. You can’t loose 
the mechanical contrivances and miss all 
the people you don’t want to hurt. But 
they never cry. 


Enemy Though They Be-— 


“Let somebody else call them animals be- 
cause they’re Japanese and enemy. Don't 
expect me to. They're kids. Every time 
I see one of the poor, tragic little young- 
sters, I see our daughter, Zanna. 


“Your letters, with their normality, have 
been a Godsend in this God-forsaken place. 
Keep it that way. A lot of people died out 
here. I don’t suppose they thought about 
it that way, but In essence they died to 
keep things like this from happening to 
the people at home, If it hadn't been for 
them, it would have happened, too. For 
that I owe them a gratitude I'll never even 
try to express. You won't ever know how 
much you owe them, because you'll never 
see what it is they kept from you. That, 
I guess, is their epitaph and their memorial 
and their only reward. 


“But if there were any way to express 


a 


to the people of the United States, to make 
them understand how much had ~been 
bought for them with the blood of those 
who died here, there'd be no more of the 
tragic stupidity of strikes, political bicker- 
ing, profiteering, the cheap greedy thou- 
sands of ways in which thousands of peo- 
ple chisel on the war. 


“T guess I’m getting incoherent about 
this and I'd better stop it. My intention 
was to write a love letter and I find my- 
self raving like a maniac. 

KEITH.” 

As a war correspondent, Keith Wheeler 
can't yield often to squeamish feelings, no 
more than can our regular soldiers. gut 
we think no apologies are needed for the 
heartsickness that came over him at Sai- 
pan. 


The whole world should be sick of war. 
It should be sick of tolerating international 
anarchy that lets nations like Japan and 
Germany break out with the insanity of 
war. It should be sick of a helpless do- 
nothing reaction that wars are inevitable. 


This doesn’t.mean that we must shrink 
from inflicting more Saipans upon the Japs 
or that we should pull any punches in our 
attacks on the Nazis. We have to make 
them sick enough of war to give up the 
madness that killing is “glorious.” But 
we can atill keep our ultimate objective 
uppermost. to end wars Iike this for all 
time, 


It Could Happen Here 


Keith Wheeler sees clearly that what 
happened on Saipan could happen in 
Huron, 8S. D., or in Cairo, Ill.—or in Chi- 
cago. He would have no patience with 
the few Americans who still insist that this 
is not “our war” and who argue politically 
about whether our boys have been led into 
a war on “foreign soil” after the Jap at- 
tack on us. 

Yes, they are fighting our war on “for- 
eign soil’-—to keep our enemies from bring- 
ing their madness to our shores. And for 
that, all of us should share Keith’s grati- 
tude, 


If there’s another world war we wouldn't 
give much for our chances of keeping its 
horror from our own doorsteps. For science 
keeps making war more inclusive. People 
who quibble over this or that word in pro- 
posals for a world peace structure should 
keep that in mind. The men who come back 
from Saipan and other battlefields won't 
be in a mood to quibble over the need for 
a world organized for peace, 


AS TO “MILITARY IDIOTS”

‘We Jumped to Fight.” by Col. Edson D. Raft, 

(Duell, Sloan & Pearce, New York.) 

This soldier has a story to tell and wastes 
no words in telling it. 

The Colonel's story begins fn August, 
1940, with the first test formation of «a 
parachute troop unit of the United States 
Army at Fort Benning, Ga., and carries 
on to the time when he relinquished com- 
mand of “Col. Raff's Army” at Gafsa, Cen- 
tral Tunisia, on a day which isn't definitely 
recorded. 

The beginning of the book is so matter- 
of-fact, the reader wonders whether it is 
worth continuing. It is this simple straight- 
forward style which, further along, builds 
such an emotional climax that the reader 
is in breathless suspense such as a novice 
must feel at his first parachute jump.

‘Chute jumping, the author writes, is like 
getting out of bed in the morning. [It 
depends on what frame of mind one is in 
whether he bounds out enthusiastically, or 
jumps because that is the order of the day. 

The title of the book is the key to Col. 
Raff's philosophy of paratrooping. In 
training his men, he constantly demanded 
that they learn soldiering on the ground 
even more thoroughly than they learn the 
process of jumping. How right he was is 
demonstrated by the fact that, in the pe- 
riod covered by the book, only three com- 
bat jumps were made by the men under 
his command, and in one of those cases 
the jump, made only by part of the troops, 
proved to be unneeded. The others landed 
and disembarked as planned. 


Raff's troops were the firet American 
paratroopers to go into action, They were 
flown from England to North Africa. The 
mission began as a holding, defensive ac- 
tion, to prevent Germans from gaining con- 
trol of airfields and communications at 
Youks les Bains, Tebessia, Thelepte, Sbdeit- 
la, and Gafsa. Actually, it proved to be 
much more, 

The troops developed the Importance, !a- 
ter attained, of Kasserine and Faid passes, 
operated as an advance intelligence unit in 
connection with local Frenchmen, estab- 
lished good will among Americans, French 
officials, soldiers, civilians and nomadic 
Arabs, and knocked out some important 
advance units of Hitler’s best men. 

Raff, a Captain when he began as a para- 
trooper, was advanced in rating and re- 
ceived the French Legion of Honor and 
other citations for his work in Tunisia.

The Germans, to be sure, have 
a very sketchy understanding of 
lovalty. Although the word 
“Treue,” fidelity, is continually on 
their tongues, they have always 
considered the betrayal or the 
breaking of one’s word to be a 
virtue, a virtue if thereby the Fa- 
therland might benefit. But with 
the German Army, loyalty to the 
Government has practically never 
been broken in the whole history 
of Prussia-Germany. 


Happened Once Before. 


That is, never broken but once, 
at the Windmill of Tauroggen in 
East Prussia, in 1812.

Triumph of the Air Forces 


T 


HE advocates of air power believe France has proved their case 
once and for all. Both in the north and in the south, air supremacy 
is writing a new chapter in the history of warfare. 


Trapped Ger- 


man armies are bombed and strafed at will as they jam the escape 


route from Normandy. 


Almost unchallenged from the air, the Allied 


forces move inland from the southern coast. 


Only three months ago, even 
the most air-minded military men 
—even Gen. “Hap” Arnold himself 
—didn’t dare hope that the ad- 


vance job had been so thorough. | 


With their fingers crossed, they 
talked cautiously of heavy losses 
from enemy bombing of a target 
spread from one side of the 


Channel to the other. Intelligence | 


reports indicated a considerable 
enemy reserve air force, presum- 
ably held back for D-day. 

The lone dissenting voice came 
from the command of the Eighth 
Air Force. Their reconnaissance 
photographs showed how thor- 
ough was the job they had done, 
and their confidence was _ un- 
shaken. 


Little Air Opposition. 


As a million and a half men 
and the ships to take them across 
the Channel assembled in British 


‘by a small section of the Eighth 
Air Force on June 8, thereby 
blocking the German effort to 
bring up reserve forces. 

Top British and American mili- 
tary men say this is the most im- 
pressive piece of precision bomb- 
ing in the history of aerial war- 
fare.

RIFLE BLOWN QUT 
OF SI. LOUISAN 3 HAND 


Pfc. A. R. Wentzel Gets New 
Weapon, Catches Up With 
Company—Other Exploits. 


Shell fragments which blewthe 
rifle out of the hands of Pfc. Al- 
fred R. Wentzel during an ad- 
vance near the Volturno River in 
Italy failed to put him out of ac- 
tion for more than a short time, 
he related today after returning to 
St. Louis to spend a furlough with 
his wife and parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
William A. Wentzel, 936 Mary- 
ville avenue, 

“When the shelling stopped, I 
picked up my rifle, but 
found it shattered,” he told the 
Post-Dispatch. “I got another 
from a truck at the rear, and 
caught up with the rest of the 
company.” 

Dispatches received today from 
various branches of the armed 
forces told of the experiences of 
other St. Louisans on the fighting 
fronts, including Lt. Sylvester 
Hunter, whose wife lives at 1759 
Waverly place. He led his unit 
in capturing a key point for the 
second time since the invasion of 
Italy. 

Violates Military Theory. 

In the latest action, Lt. Hunter 
decided to violate military theory 
by crossing an open field with his 
troops to encircle a commanding 
hill at Rosignano. The maneuver 
was a success and the hill made 
capture of the town relatively 
easy. During the assault on Cas- 
sino last winter, he and eight men 
captured and held a strategic hill 
for 48 hours until help arrived, 
and killed about 50 Germans dur- 
ing that time. 

In the Pacific, Marine Pfc. Wil- 
liam G. Tackett, 20 years old, of 
3920 Turner avenue, was one of 
a mortar crew that put two Jap- 
anese 75 millimeter field pieces 
out of action with fire from a 
mountain top on Saipan, and sur- 
prised a column of enemy infan- 
try in a valley below. The unit 
later fought at Tinian. 

On Guam, Marine Cpl. Richard 
E. Godier, 24, brought down a 
Japanese carrier pigeon on the 
wing with a single carbine shot, 
and found it carried a note from 
a Japanese officer that read “I’m 
sorry about last night’s setback.” 
Lt. Richard M. Pfuhl, former St. 
Louis University football star, 1408 
Rankin drive, Richmond Heights, 
finished five days of fighting on 
the island and then led a patrol 
in a survey of no-man’s land.

about it to each other. We asked 
the driver to go very slowly, for 
there was an uncertainty in all 
the silence.

To our left lay two smashed 
airplanes in adjoining fields. 
Neither of them was more than 
30 yards from the road. The 
hedge was low and we could see 
over. They were both British 
fighter planes. One lay right side 
up, the other lay on its back.

HE time to indulge in tomato 
T dishes is now when they are at 

the peak of their season. At 
any other time, the following lux- 
urious soup might be out of tune 
with your food budget. This soup 
is exceptionally palatable and nu- 
tritious, and it is little work. 
After it is prepared, it should be 
served promptly as soon as it is 
cold enough. 

Cold Tomato Soup. 

Two and two-thirds cup fresh 
tomato puree (six to eight fully 
ripe tomatoes), one cup ice water, 
two teaspoons salt, one-fourth tea- 
spoon onion juice, two teaspoons 
lemon juice, one tablespoon sugar, 
one-half cup sour cream, one 
tablespoon cut chives or green 
onions. Have tomatoes and bowl 
thoroughly chilled. Cut tomatoes 
into pieces and force through a 
coarse sieve, Add water, salt, 
onion juice, lemon juice, and 
sugar, and mix. Add one-fourth 
cup sour cream and beat with a 
rotary beater. Chill thoroughly. 
Serve cold with a garnish of sour 
cream on top and a few cut chives 
or green onions sprinkled over the 
top. Four generous servings.

Spread meat mixture over 
buns and broil until nearly done, 
about 15 minutes. Slice two-thirds 
large tomatoes and place one slice 
on each bun. Broil until tomato 
is just warm and slightly brewn 
on the edges. Fried potatoes, one 
and one-half pound potatoes. Slice 
and drop into cold salted water, 
Drain well. Fry in a skillet con- 
taining one-fourth cup melted 
shortening. Sprinkle with salt and 
cover, allow to cook slowly. When 
underside is brown, about ten 
minutes on other side. Potatoes 
should be brown on both sides 
and soft in the center. Corn on 
the cob, eight to ten ears of fresh 
corn. Cook five to seven minutes, 
Mixed green salad, mix together 
one-half head of lettuce, torn into 
serving pieces, one small bunch 
diced radishes, cut parsley, raw 
grated turnips. Add peppy French 
dressing; watermelon, chilled, one- 
fourth chilled melon. Buy one-half 
watermelon and save one-fourth 
for Wednesday. Butter or forti- 
fied margarine used on all breads. 
Include in today’s menus milk to 
drink: seven cups for children, 
three ,cups for adults.

The simplest and 
surest method is this: Stand up 
against the wall in stocking feet. 
Press your shoulders back to it 
and attempt to press“the small 
of your back against it. The 
chances are you cannot do the 
latter which proves your posture 
is not good and your buttocks and 
hips are too large. 

Then get busy. You know the 
feel of good posture there against 
the wall: Abdomen pulled in and 
up, shoulders and head back, your 
spine erect. Walk away from the 


wall and try to hold that refresh- 
ing position. 

But that it not enough. 
must exercise to limber your mis- 
carried body and to firm neglect- 
ed muscles. A little exercise will 
do it—perhaps five minutes a day 
—and here’s the program: 

1. Stand with feet slightly apart, 
fingers resting on shoulders. Pull 
abdomen in and up, raise chest, 
push head back to easy poise. Ro- 
tate elbows in wide circles—be- 
ginning forward first 10 times, 
then beginning backward 10 times. 
To limber upper back muscles. 

2. Lie on floor. Bring knees up 
to chest, force them to far right 
of body (keeping shoulders flat on 
floor), back to chest position and 
then to far left of body. Relax 
legs. Repeat 25 times. 

3. Stand with feet slightly apart, 
raise arms high overhead, pull in 
abdomen, then slowly arch your 
body and bend forward and over 
until fingers touch floor. Unless 
you are long waisted you will not 
be able to touch floor. Returg 
slowly to standing position. Then 
relax. Repeat 10 times.

HERE is no disgrace in being 
T lefthanded but the way some 
cover they have a lefthanded child 
would lead one to think it was a 
family tragedy. 

Being lefthanded is a little in- 
convenient because the world is 
set for the righthanded folk. Door 
knobs, table settings, little things 
like that which are matters of 
course to most people are set for 
the righthanded but a lefthanded 
person can open a door and even 
use a knife with his right hand 
and if he uses his left hand, what 
of it? It is as easy for him and as 
natural as it is for you to use your 
right hand. Let him alone. 


If a child can use both hands he 
will do so without prodding. If he 
is strongly lefthanded, so much so 
that using his right hand is diffi- 
cult for him, let him alone. Forc- 
ing him to use the other hand is 
likely to make him very tired. 
Even so simple a matter as learn- 
ing to use the right hand for table 
service sometimes causes grave 
nervous fatigue. It is all right to 
try to teach the child to use his 
right hand but if you meet with 
much opposition, stop at once, 
What difference does it make?

Some parents seem to think 
writing with the left hand ig a 
great misfortune and should be 
avoided at all costs. There is no 
great value in writing with the 
right hand, just the convenience 
of it. There may be great strain 
in trying to learn to write with 
the right hafd when the left hand 
comes naturally. When nature has 
made a child lefthanded she has 
the last word.

Some children are so leftsided 
that trying to become righthanded 
injures their speech and affects 
their power of language in several 
ways. Sometimes it makes spell- 
ing difficult; sometimes the child 
cannot write. There is a relation- 
ship between handedness and 
language and it is best to be care- 
ful about the whole business. 

Don’t ever tie a child’s hand be- 
hind him as wag sometimes done 
in the old days. That will not cure 
the condition that makes him left- 
handed. That is set in his brain 
cells. It will make him very ex- 
citable, extremely nervous, rebel- 
lious and will not help him in 
any way whatever. It may bring 
on Saint Vitus dance. Let him 
alone.

Related Ills 
Of Ear, Nose 
And Throat 


By 

Logan Clendening, M.D. 

HE specialty of the nose and 
T throat was not joined to that 

of the ear just because all the 
stmuctures and organs involved 
happen to be above the collar line. 
The nose, throat and ear combine 
to form a physiologic unit. They 
are connected together anatomic- 
ally by the Eustachian tube, the 
membrane lined semi-collapsible 
passage from the back of the 
throat to the middle ear. Infec- 
tions of the throat always threaten 
the ear. Nearly all acute diseases 
of the ear and manv, if not most, 
of the chronic diseases of the ear 


originate from some disorder of 
the nose or throat. 


No better illustration of this 
can be brought forward than the 
brilliant demonstration of Dr. 
Costen, of St. Louis, that in 
many elderly people their deafness 
dates from removal of all the 
teeth and results from the tooth- 
less lower jaw closing so com- 
pletely that it shuts off the lower 
end of the Eustachian tube in the 
back of the throat. 


Acute diseases of the nose, 
throat and ear are usually amen- 
able to successful treatment, al- 
though the conditions are often 
complicated and require skillful 
handling. |

CHRONIC DISORDERS of the 
nose, throat and ear are notori- 
ously stubborn and resistant to 
treatment. The subject of one of 
these disorders must reconcile 
himself, or herself, to adjustment 
rather than final and complete 
cure. Modern medical science has, 
however, devised a number of 
methods of treatment that improve 
even if they do not completely 
cure these conditions. 

Chronic sinus infection of the 
nose occurs in three predomin- 
ate forms—-(1) chronic suppura- 
tive sinusitis, which arises from 
a pus infection; (2) hyperplastic 
sinusitis, which is partly, or 
largely, due to allergy or hyper- 
sensitiveness to foods or dust or 
flowers or odors, and (3) mixed 
forms, which are greatly in the 
majority. 

One of the most important les- 
sons that nose specialists have 
learned about these conditions is 
the role of allergy in the causa- 
tion of discomfort. A person may 
start with a pure germ infection 
in his sinuses, but after he has 
had it a while he acquires an al- 
lergy, a sensitiveness to foods and 
dusts which did not use to affect 
him at all. 
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IN DIAGNOSIS of these condi- 
tions, allergy tests are added to 
the fundamental examinations of 
history, intranasal inspection, 
transillumination, X-ray, and study 
of the secretions. Treatment 
atresses systemic factors involving 
general health, removal of local 
mechanical obstruction to proper 
drainage, local treatment and con- 
trol of allergic irritations. These 
last have largely replaced the re- 
peated surgical operations that 
formerly were so frequent, Proetz's 
dictum is now more often ob- 
served—“‘more surgery is almost 
never an improvement on too 
much surgery done before.” 


Chronic ear infections, especial- 
ly in children, are now recognized 
as usually due to enlarged and in- 
fected adenoids. The consequent 
complete, or partial, blockage of 
the orifices of the Eustachian 
tubes results in slowly progressing 
deafness and recurring attacks of 
middle ear suppuration. Before 
the age of puberty recurrence is 
very common after removal of the 
adenoids. For these cases, because 
the infected adenoid tissue is 
spread over such a wide area, com- 
plete surgical removal is impossi- 
ble and the most modern improve- 
ment in treatment of such cases 
is irradiation in doses too small 
to injure surrounding structures. 
Radium or radon applied by a spe- 
cial applicator is of great value in 
such a form of treatment,

HAVE been receiving a number 
| of letters lately on the subject 

of the value of a year of mili- 
tary service for our boys after the 
war. From what I read in the 
papers and get in the mail, I think 
there is some confusion in people's 
minds. Some are thinking about 
the immediate situation in the 
year or two right after the close 
of hostilities. Others are thinking 
about a permanent program. of 
training that will continue into 
the future. 

Let us take the first consider- 
ation. There will be, when war 
comes to an end, a good many 
men in training who have never 
been overseas. At the same time, 
there will be a need for a number 
of men to act as a police force, 
or as occupation troops, in differ- 
ent parts of the world for vary- 
ing periods. The men who have 
been: fighting, and who have lived 
in remote places for months or 
even years, are going to want to 
come home quickly. It might be 
possible, on a volunteer basis, to 
get enough young men who have 
never been overseas to take the 
places of these veterans. It would 
give Many a young man a chance 
to see the world, without. the 
danger which his brothers lived 
through during the war years. 

The second consideration can 
again be divided. One group asks 
only that all young men be trained 
for a year in some military serv- 
ice, These people frequently feel 


that one year is hardly adequate 
to train a man completely in any 
branch of our highly mechanized 
services. Some feel that we should 
aim at getting our young citizens 
in good physical condition through 
two or three months of basic 
training, and then use the rest of 
the time as a period of education 
in democratic citizenship. This will 
permit them to perform some 
service for the community in 
which they spend their time, 


I believe this subject deserves 
lengthier discussion, however, and 
I would like to consider it in 
greater detail tomorrow, 


I was recently given a copy of 
“What's New in Home Econom- 
ics,” a magazine published forthe 
teachers of home economics 
throughout the country. I look 
upon this as one of our most 
hopeful fields of education, so I 
was interested to tearn that 29,000 
high schools, as well as colleges 
and universities, teach this sub- 
ject. The teachers in these classes 
have a heavy burden, yet a large 
number of them are taking time 
to conduct adult classes in the 
afternoons and evenings, and are 
making of themselves information 
centers for their communities, 


My only fear is that the courses 
are not as thorough or as impor- 
tant as they should be. I hope that 
as we revise our educational 
standards after the war, this will 
be one of the subjects we consider 
as of major importance.

WORDS TO WATCH. 
RITHE means “to twist or 
W contort,” as, He began to 
writhe in pain. The word has 
the long “i” sound, and rhymes 
with “tithe, lithe, scythe.” 

DEAF should not rhyme with 
“chief, thief.” The pronunciation 
“deef” wag once current, but is 
now regarded as dialectal. Better 
say: deff, to rhyme with “chef, 
clef.” 

ACUMEN, “acuteness; keenness 
of mind,” should not be accented 
on the first syllable. Be sure to 
say: uh-KEW-men. 

ARMISTICE, since it derives 
from arm (weapon), must be ac- 
cented on the first syllable, thus: 
AHR-miss-tiss. 

SUMMARILY, “quickly; without 
delay,” should be accented only 
on the first syllable. The “a” is 
obscured or neutral. Say: SUM- 
uh-re-lee. 

CONTRACTOR. In my opinion, 
this word is in the process of 
becoming, if it is not already, 
completely Americanized. While 
most dictionaries show only “kun- 
TRAK-ter,” the word is seldom 
accented on the second syllable in 
unaffected American speech. The 


customary pronunciation is: KON- 
trak-ter. 


The pronunciation KON-trak-ter 
is recommended by Merriam-Web- 
ster’s as “esp. U. S..” It is the 
first choice of Thorndyke’s Cen- 
tury, and the only American 
choice of the new Pronouncing 
Dicti@énary by Kenyon and Knott. 

Note. At any rate, do not give 
the -tor the pompous pronunctl- 
ation “tore.” It has no sanction 
whatever,
